* This is borne out by Hon. Harold Nicol- | 


son, of the British contingent, in a broad- 
cast from Paris. Mr. Nicolson, by the way, 
has the benefit of experience at the pre- 
sent conference and at its Versailles prede- 
cessor a quarter-century ago. For the con- 
duct of Versailles President Wilson coined | 
the apothegm about “ open decisions openly | 
arrived at” which, however resonant the 
phrase, left the impression which persists | 
to this day that decisions arrived at other- 
wise than openly are not “open” ; ergo, in 
some way dishonest. 

Nothing could be further from the truth, 
for Mr. Nicolson exposed the confusion that 
can be created in the public mind by the pre- | 
sentation of all the objectives and laying 
bare the complexities that must be encount- | 
ered in their achievement. Even had the | 
lay mind leisure to consider all the technic- 
alities there is still present what Mr. Nicol- 
son calls “the present idiocy” of ‘a series 
of election speeches directed to the United 
States, Russian and British public.” 

No one is in a better position than Mr. 
King to appreciate the temptations to make 
election speeches when a complete contingent 
of the press is in the gallery. The prime 
minister would be the last to deny that he 
has embraced many such an opportunity 
bimself. No one knows better the boredom 
which he and his colleagues have endured 
from time to time at the hands of members 
idly speaking “ for the record.”

THE RUSSIANS are in al! mat- 
ters affecting Soviet power, at 
least consequential.

Their 
methods are barbarous, brutal and 
treacherous. By them they are de- 
feating ourselves. That is also the 
essence of tragedy: None is defeat- 
ing the other; each is defeating him- 
self. 

Yet the Soviet plan for the future 
of Germany and Europe is intelli- 
gible. The Russians realize as does 
General de Gaule the chief geo- 
political fact of our era, namely that 


real “sovereignty” is the property 
only of vast powers. They believe 
in the unity of Europe, with its 


|capital in Moscow, and they know 
as well as Hiller did that who rules 
from the Channel to the Urals rules 
the world, 

To accomplish this it was first 
necessary to partilion Europe, 
which was done with our collab- 
oration. 

It was, second, necessary to pre- 
vent the other powers from bring- 
ing forward any constructive ideas 
‘of their own, For this they have the 
instrument of their own political 
movement in every country on 
earth. Mr. Molotov is now denounc- 
ing the Morgenthau plan—and Mr, 
Byrnes had to run to Stuttgart to 
say, “Me too,” 

But eight months ago, to attack 
the Morgenthau plan in the United 
States meant to bring down upon 
one’s head a chorus of abuse from 
American communists and fellow 
travellers and the leading intel- 
lectuals of the P.A.C,, who were all 
strongly supporting, not a Morgen- 
thau plan sponsored by Russia, but 
one, as it turns out, to put the Unit- 
ed States on record as the enemy 
of the German workers, and anyone 
who opposed it was branded an 
enemy of “peace”.

HEREFORD, British zone of 
Germany—Boost 
tion for Germans in this zone, an- 
| nounced Wednesday, has been made 
| posible by the harvest this year 
|which has far exceeded even the 
| most optimistic hopes. Starting on 

17 the ration will be 
ounces of bread daily with an ad-

type bread, bringing the ration 
throughout the rural areas of the 
zone to 1,200 calories daily and 
boosting city dweller’s ration § to 
1,400 calories daily. This represents 
an increase of 200 calories daily. 


Total wheat crop brought to ele- 
vators so far this year amounts to 
6,000,000 bushels, and food and ag- 
riculture officials of the control 
commission expect that the final 
total for the season will exceed ten 

| million bushels, not far short of the 
| production of a pre-war off-year, 
Threshing is General 

This year’s harvest of wheat, bar- 
ley and rye has largely been cleared 
and threshing is in full swing all 
over the zone from the North Sea 
to the Ruhr 

This year the harvest is generally 
double that expected, and is much 
better than last year’s although 
still under a normal year’s yield 
Main reason for this is explained 
by the fact that large portions of 

| northwestern Germany require fer- 
tilizers and since these come mainly 
from outside Germany, little land 
has been fertilized.

| Pxplained generally by the fact that

Historic Decision 
Of Cabinet Told 


LONDON, (CP)—The _ British 
cabinet’s 1940 decision not to send 
further fighter reinforcements to 
France except for evacuation pur- 
poses marked a turning point in 
the Second Great War, the former 
air chief marshal, Lord Hugh 
(Stuffy) Dowding said in a dispatch 
published Wednesday in the Lon- 
don Gazette. 

The dispatch, unfolding some 
previously unpublished details of 
the battle of Britain, was submit- 
ted to the air ministry Aug. 19, 1941, 
when Lord Dowding was air officer 
commanding R.A.F. fighter com- 
mand 


With resources for the impending 
Battle “slipping away like sand in 
an hour glass,” and under pressure} 
from France for help, Lord Dowding | 
made a personal appeal in May, 


against sending additional fighter 
strength to France, He won his 
argument, 

The dispatch refers to the ap- 
pointment in May, 1940, of Lord 
Beaverbrook, Canadian-born London 
publisher, as minister of aircraft 


production, and terms it a decision 


of “perhaps equal importance.” 
Lord Dowding had praise for tne 
“indomitable courage’ of fighter 
pilots. He referred specifically to 
the No, 1 Canadian squadron under 
Sqdn. iar. (now Group Capt.) Doug- 
las Beder, the legless ace, as one vt 
the foremost fighting squadrons in 
the battle. 

“The No. 1 Canadian squadron ac- 
quitted itself with great distinc- 
tion.’

But Living Hard 


COPENHAGEN, (CP)—Flat, fer- 
tile Denmark is the kind of coun- 
try agricultural planners hope the 
Canadian prairie will be in 50 years. 

From the air, it looks like the 
sprinetime prairie just west of 


Winnipeg, a tidy rural community | 


with long, straight roads, barns 
with bright red roofs and a shelter 
belt around every farmyard. But 
there are more houses, more trees 
and more paint, 

The automobiles which move on 
the right side of the road are ob- 
viously worked just as hard and at 
as many chores as Canadian farm- 
er’s cars. There are more bicycles, 
each with an oil-bath chain cover 
and high handlebars 

The countryside looks prosperous 
but Danish farmers say that times 
are hard, and that they find com- 
petition severe when they try to re- 
gain their pre-war markets. Labor 
for farms is scarce and wages are 
the equivalent of $50 or $60 a 
month, 

But the Danes retain their thrifty 
ways. In an hour's flight over Jut- 
land there isn’t a waste acre to be 
seen. Now and again there are 
sloughs as on the prairies, but 
drains and other digging indicate 
they are discouraged, Plow furrows 
are carried to the extreme edge of 
the fields, Windmills are few but 
hothouses numerous.

Property Return 


PARIS, (ONA)—France has de- 
manded the restitution of the oil 
properties of its nationals in Ro- 
mania which first were confic- 
cated by the Germans and are now 
under joint Romanian and Soviet 
control. It has officially protested 
to Bucharest and Moscow against 
the expropriation of the properties 
by the company, Sovrom Petrol, 
according to reports current in this 
city. 

The properties in dispute are the 
Concordia Oil Company, which was 
Franco-Belgian owned before the 
war, and the Columbia Oil Com- 
pany, which was completely 
French-owned. The Germans took 
over these properties just after the 
French surrender. The present op- 
erator, Sovrom Petrol, was formed 
as a result of the Soviet-Romanian 
economic compact of May, 1945. 


The Romanian contribution to 
Sovrom was a group of oil enter- 
prises which were under state con- 
trol, including the Credit Minier, 
sixth largest pre-war Romanian oil 
company. Fields which are being 
prospected and are not yet in oper- 
ation are also part of Sovrom.
